PARIS (/P)—France sent a satellite orbiting 
around the earth today and joined the United 
States and Russia in the space race. 
The Defense Ministry said the 8 8 -pound satel­ 
lite was launched successfully from the French 
base in the Algerian Sahara. 
The satellite, called the A l, is ex pected to re­ 
lay radio signals on temperature and other at- 
mospheric conditions for two weeks.

Gentle Maiul-Washing 
For Eleelrie Blankets 


By Wayne G. Brandstadt, M.D.

Now is the time to bring your 
electric blanket out of storage 
The National Safety Council, 
however, warns that 
t h e s e 
blankets should not be washed 
in an automatic washer, no 
matter how .safe the manufac­ 
turer says thi.s process is. Two 
electric blankets, after being 
washed in this way. developed 
breaks in the wiring and insula­ 
tion even though the mamifae- 
turer’s instructions were follow­ 
ed to the letter. Their use could 
then have caused short circuits 
and could have started a fire. 
Hand - washing, accompanied 
by vigorous twisting and squeez­ 
ing, can result in similar breaks. 
Dry cleaning must also be avoid­ 
ed because the solvent used can 
damage the insulation of the 
wiring Your best bet is to pro­ 
tect your electric blanket from 
becoming soiled insofar as pos­ 
sible and when you feel that 
you can no longer use it with­ 
out cleaning it, wash it gently 
by hand. 
Q — What cau.ses sinus trou­ 
ble and what can be done for it? 
A — In the course of every 
head cold tlie nasal simrses are 
involved When this leads to an 
acute infection with a strepto­ 
coccus or staphylococcus a se­ 
vere sinusitis will develop with 
fever, headache and tenderness 
to pressure over the involved 
sinus.
